• We nre itifiirm«d that some of our public- 
ppii-itcd citizens have it in coiiiem pJiilion to 
liolil a piihlic nii;eliiii; on Tliursilay iioxl Hi 
llie LvcKiim (formoriy tlie Coloiiiul Thea- 
tre],— at wliicli it i.i e.-:pected that His E.x- 
celleiioy the Governor will presiiie,— for the 
piirpof* of (ir;;atn/Jiig an Agricultural and 
Hoiiicuiiurai Association. The programme 
ofltie movers in Ihis matter, «o far as we 
bavB heard it intimated, is to iiold three 
exhibitions annually— one exhibition some 
time in May and one in October, of the 
floral and vegetable productions of the coun- 
try ; and nn intermedititc exhibition in Au- 
f,'ust of a more ^enenil character, embracing 
ail kina.s of agricMiitiiral pioiiuctioiis, in- 
cluding slocli, as well a,s .specimens of ihe 
arts and inaiiiilactiires of tho Colony. In 
order lo hecome a member, an annual eiib- 
scriptioii of !ivo dollars is suggested; and it 
is cstimateil that nearly three hundred 
niembL-ts could bo obtaint-d within a brief 
period. After defiaying the trilling ex- 
penses of the Association, ii is pioposed to 
use the surplus funds in offering premiums 
for Ihe best specimens of agricultural orhor- 
tioultoral industry. The management of the 
affairs of the Association would devolve on 
an Executive Committee elected by the 
members ; am! it is proposed lo ask His E.v- 
celleiiey lo act as Honorary I'rejulfnI. 

\Vd look upon llie above ]iiograiiin;o as 
the natural offspring of tho lnclii.s;riai As,';o- 
ciatioii, and btlieveit conlaiii.-i the germs of 
nn Agricultural Society lhai may he proihie- 
live of lasting berefils tu the Colony. Al- 
thougti we have but a »raail ami sparse 
agricultural population, and although we 
may, consequently, not be able to make as 
great a display at an Annua! Fair as older, 
more favored and more populous ooraranni- 
ties, yet we see do good reasons why an 
annual cjchihition of the infant arts, manu- 
factures and industry of Ihe country should 
not piOTO highly interesting. It certainly 
would tend to disseminate a large amount 
ofvalnable intelligence, and create a healthy 
spirit of emulation among our farmers: be- 
sides, it would be calculated to attract 
hither numerous visitors from the neighboring 
Colony und I'erritory.

" In the lirst pl.ico the purchasers were led to 
iiiiiicritaiid at the time of |iuri-l'.ase that Ifis per 
acre would be laiil outliy the (iovernment in mak- 
iiu' KiKuls and ilridges. 

" In the seoiid place there nre now settlers on 
the Matid who were induced to come to this col- 
i iiv and enter into an agreement for £1 an acre on 
the faith of a like assertion made by one of the 
agents of the Government In London. 

" In the third place a similar statement has been 
made by your KxccUeiicy as the representative of 
Her Majesty's GoTcrnment i i this Colony. 

"Now, with these facts before us we lookarcmnd 
and see that scarcely anything has actually been 
done towards opening Ilie roads and making the 
country lands lit fur M-ttlement and the conse- 
quence is that for i'lvc noiutlis in the year the 
roads are next to impassable, and all chance of the 
farmer brim;iriK the prouuce of his farm In a 
market has bi-cn cut oil', except where he is for- 
tunate enough to have water communication. 

The address then proceeded to draw a 
contrast between themannerin which set- 
tlers on this Island have been treated, and 
concludes thus: 

"Had the Government made the roads and 
bridges neeessaiy the farming popidation would 
have now been in a wealihy and prosperous con- 
dition, and Ihe instalments of the prico of the 
land would have been met promptly as they be- 
caino due."
